All were en route to the base hos-

MORE CITIES TAKEN 
IN BATTLE NEAR 
VALENCIENNES 

Halic's Mpn Continue Tliptr Victories, 
I'lirhlliiir MfM and Day-- Fiercest 
Combat of War. 

London, October 25— Inroads by the 
Itrltlsh and Americans against the 
German line south or Valenciennes 
continue, and It seems probable that 
the enemy will be forced to begin a 
new retreat. Although the Allies have 
reached the Moral woods, where the 
Germans have prepared for a stubborn 
defense, the progress made just to the 
north of this extensive wooiled sec- 
tion threatens to turn the enemy out 
of his positions there before he hns an 
opportunity to meet frontal uttackn 
along the western side of the forest. 
Americans Alliance 

The American divisions which are 
engaged In the great task of tearing 
away the Krlemhlld line, between the 
Argonne forest and the Meuse, have 
once more advanced their front, es- 
pecially near the western end of the 
sector. There, In spite of desperate 
German resistance and repeated 
counter-attacks, they have moved 
ahead and appear to threaten the rest 
of the German defensive system to the 
eaBt. Near Ranthevllle the Ameri- 
can! have gained important tactical 
advantages. East of the Meuse the 
Germans have been forced back more 
than half a mile on a front of near a 
mile and a half. 

London. October 2R— The nritwh 
have captured Malng, southwest of 
Valenciennes. Field Marshal llaig an- 
nounces. 

The British also have captured Vcn- 
degles-siir-Ecalllon. on the front be- 
low Valenciennes. 

A German counter-attack was re- 
pulsed and lighting was resumed early 
this morning. 

Fighting, which equals in fierceness 
almost any In the war. continued 
through the night on the field of the 
great battle. north and south of Valen- 
ciennes.

London, October 25— The Serbians 
have defeated the armies of the enemy 
in the valley of the great Morava riv- 
er, says an official Serbian announce- 
ment. The enemy Is retreating In dis- 
order.

PER HOGSHEAD WITH 
TOBACCO COMPANY 

Council Last Mirht Made Dual Set. 
Dement For This Year's Taxes 
With thp American Tobapco 
Compnny. 

An adjourned meeting or the City 
Council was held last night, Mayor 
Thomas M. Russell presiding, and all 
members present except Members 
Hunsickor and Lai ley. 

Several very Important matters 
were taken up ami settled that will 
mean a sa\lng to the taxpayers and 
avoid an expensive litigation in the 
courts. 

The first thing considered was the 
matter of paring Lower street from 
Second street to the concreted terri- 
tory around the new ('. & O. depot. 
Some time ago Mr. E. T. Kirk made a 
proposition to the Internal Improve- 
ment Committee chairman. Mr. Wil- 
liam Watklns. and Mayor Thomas 
M. Russell that he would pay the dif- 
ference between a macadam Btreet 
and a concrete drive on that portion 
of that thoroughfare. Ills Idea was 
looking toward the further Improve- 
ment to his property which abuts that 
portion of Lower street on DOtb sides. 
The concreting of this street will not 
only mnke that one or the nicest In 
the city, but will be more in keeping 
with the concrete work around the 
new depot and will keen that portion 
tree from mud and dust to n marked 
degree. Mr. Kirk presented his plan 1 
and he was given permission to make 
Urt-foot concrete street, and if ho 
deemed If to Ids best judgment to 
make a six-roof sidewalk on the East 
side of the street and a four-fool walk 
011 the West side, which will leave an 
kpproxlmate space of Ave feet be- 
tween the sidewalk and street for 
grass and trees. 

Mayor Russell stated that the lum- 
ber for the floor of Limestone bridge 
had arrived and asked Council for an 
appropriation of the necessary money 
to pay for It, which was made, he to 
see that the material came up to spe- 
cifications. The new floor will be pul 
down Immedintelv. as it Is badly need- 
ed. 

The mailer of the erroneous tax- 
ing of the American Tobacco Coin 
pany was then taken up. It developed 
that the assessment made against the 
Company by the assessor and th" 
Hoard of Equalization last spring was 
made rrom the County Assessor's 
books,— that Is the amount assessed 
being practically what was in the city 
and county combined This phase or 
the situation was not made plain at 
the last meeting or Council. As sev- 
eral members did not think the city 
hud any right to base its assessments 
on what was in the county outside the 
city's corporate limits, a motion was 
made to accept the offer of the Com- 
pany of $50 per hogshead on 8.049 
hogsheads they had on hand in the 
city 011 the 1st of last April, which 
carried. Attorney W 1). Cochran for 
the company made it very plain that 
the law allowed such a proceeding. A 
communication from the Board or 
Eqallzation, signed by all the mem- 
bers, was read and they advised that 
this course be taken. > 

ARer referring several other mat- 
ters to the Propositions and Griev- 
ances committee, Council adjourned..

New Ruling of Federal Food Admlnls- 
trator Is Aimed to KpIpbsp 
Hutler Fals. 

Ner orders recently promulgated by 
the Division of Dairy Products, or the 
fulled States Food Administration at 
Washington, prohibits all distributors 
ot sweet cream or milk rrom selling 
cream containing more than 20 per 
cent, butter rut, according to a tele- 
gram received today by the Federal 
Food Administrator for Kentucky. 

A question has been raised bb to 
whether Ui!b rule applies to nonll- 
cense d distributors. Washington's 
ruling received today says: 

"Administration will consider sale 
or sweet cream containing over 20 
per cent, butter fat as wasteful prac- 
tice, whether sold by licensed or un- 
licensed dealers, except as provided 
In the rule." 

ProducerB who do not distribute 
their product nre not included, and 
cream used for butter making Ib ex- 
empt. 

The principal effects of the ruling 
should be to lower the present price 
of cream and to release the great] 
quantity of butter fat now going into 
the sweet cream trade for butter mak- 
ing. The new order comes ns the re- 
sult of Investigations which indicated 
I serious shortage in the butter mar- 
ket, due to the high price of feeds and 
labor, and to the heavy demand! for 
army and navy use, and for exporta- 
tion to the allied countries.

INFUENZA ON 
THE WANE IN 
J4 STATES 

Further Subsidence of Epidemic 
Shown In Reports to Washington. 
— Rages In Larger Cities. 

Washington, October 25— Further 
subsidence or the Influenza epidemic 
over the country was Indicated In re- 
ports received yesterday by the Public 
Health Service rrom forty-four States. 
The situation still Is serious In many 
localities, however, and more particu- 
larly in the larger cities. 

There was practically no change 
yesterday In army camps, 2,772 new 
esses being reported, a decrease or 
one rrom Wednesday's total. Pneu- 
monla cases decreased rrom 742 Wed- 
nesday to 699 yesterday at)d deaths 
wore 307 against 327 the day berore. 
The total of influenza cases reported 
now is 298,275 pneumonia cases 48,- 
328 and deaths 16,174. 

Camp Dix, New Jersey, and Grant, 
Iillinois,_ where influenza epidemics 
have been particularly serious, did 
not report a single new case, while 
only seven were reported from Camp 
Devens, Mass. The largest number of 
new cases reported yesterday was 
from Camp McClellan, Alabama, with 
123. 

Arkansas reported yesterday that 
the peak had been passed in the lar- 
ger towns, but that conditions were 
more serious In the rural districts. 
Connecticut reported a general de- 
cline in the number ot cases, but that 
the disease still is active in the larger 
cities. California has reported a to- 
tal or 45,700 cases. 

In Florida deaths in the cities und 
towns increased rapidly early this 
month, but they now Bhow a sharp de- 
crease. In Arizona the disease Is 
spreading to some extent In the min- 
ing districts, but elsewhere is on the 
decline. The total cases reported in 
Colorado is 11,432, while In other far 
Western States the disease Is epi- 



demic In most cities. 

Improvement is shown In Wash- 
ington and Oregon as well as Cali- 
fornia. In the Northwest, conditions 
continue serlouB, particularly in Min- 
nesota, but In the State bordering on 
the Mississippi River there Ib a de- 
cline In the number of new cases. 

Over the South and East generally 
Improvement Ib shown, but the dis- 
ease still Ib active In moBt of the 
largo cities, Including New York, t 
where 759 deaths were reported yes-i 
terday: BoBton, Providence, R. I., 
Philadelphia, Washington, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis,, Chicago and 
Louisville. 



Local conditions are improved 
somewhat over the past three days. 
There were 71 new cases reported and 
two deaths, the deaths being in the 
county, and with no deaths reported 
In the city today the conditions give 
hope that the crest has been passed 
here. Reports Irom the emergency 
hospital on Bridge street, where there 
are 26 cases being treated, are that 
all are doing as well as could be exi- 
pected and that If the same Improve- 
ment continues several can be dis- 
charged in a few days. 

But, keep up the work of being 
careful and report any suspicious 
cases of Illness to your family physi- 
cian immediately.

A WAR ISSUE 

In referring to Germany's effort to amend her constitution to 
satisfy the allies, the New York Times remarks: 

Instead of amending paragraph this and paragraph that 
of the constitution. Germany should strike out and cast out 
the kaiser and all his house and works, all the gang of 
megalomaniac homicidal imbeciles that have brought her to 
ruin.

It would he interesting to know just how tile pro 
Steering occurred: what the goods were upon which the alleged 
ehirges were made. This important Intelligence the news account 
does not give. There is a feeling prevalent among the people that a 
good deal of profiteering is going on, hut they have not the definite 
facts at hand to tel] them why they think so. Of course, it is a mat. 
ter of figures, but back of these is the feeling that everything is pro 
fiteering where the price is raised, not on account of the cost, but 
fro mthe fact that a war is in progress and that alone justifies the 
increase. This in the popular opinion is bad morality, and bad 
polities. A person who pays 20 cents for an article that sells for 30 
ce"ts because there is a war. That is actual profiteering and pro- 
bably what those grocery men were fined for.

Commander Evangeline Booth

Col. Barker Bids Godspeed to 
the Graduates of Train- 
ing School. 

The whole-souled co-operation be- 
tween the seven great organizations 
working for the happiness and welfare 
of our soldiers and sailors was re- 
cently Illustrated at the graduation 
exercises of the tenth class of the 

Jewish Welfare Board's Training 

School In New York. Col. William S. 
Barker, who went to France represent- 
ing Ihe Salvation A-rmy with the tirst 
contingent of our troops and lias been 
"over there" fifteen months, was the 
principal speaker and wished the fifty- 
eight Jewish workers of the class (iod- 
speed, wlille LoulS Marshall, the promi- 
nent Jewish attorney and philanthro- 
pist of New York, lauded the work of 
the Salvation Army among the boys 
at tlic front. 

"What our fighting boys need Is in- 
spiration and heart and character in 
iliuse who are there to help them," 
declared Col. Barker. "You will rep- 
resent In the camps and overseas th* 
Ideals and standards of the Jewish 
faith, and It ls_up to you above all 
tilings to be consistent in your re- 
ligious practices. Practice what you 
preach. That, I am sure, hus been 
Ihe secret of our. own success. If you 
live up to the principles of your faith 
and give what you have to give from u 
heart big Willi love, the boys will re- 
spect you, whether they be Protestant, 
Catholic or Jew." 

The newly graduated field workers 
will make a total of 200 men doing 
Held work In our camps and naval 
training stations under the auspices 
of the Jewish Welfare Board.

A 
headquarters has recently been estab- 
lished In Paris, and 100 men nre being 
recruited here for oversens work.

— If professional 
baseball lias folded nn for the dura- 
tion of the war. throw the umpires to 
the Hons. — send them to the American 
Expeditionary Force. Many arc be- 
yond draft age and. If you believe the 
players, none could pass the sight 
test. Send them over to where base- 
ball Is being spread through new ter- 
ritory by our fighters with parapher- 
nalia furnished by, and under aus- 
pices or the Y. II. ('. A.. K. of 0. of 
the seven service organizations In the 
United War Work Campaign. These 
service organizations furnish tons or 
sporting apparatus and hundreds of 
phyalcal directors, but there 1s a big 
demand 1n the A. E. F. for umpires 

probably to send them to the front 

line. In the army was discovered a 
mine of playing talent, but it is a 
very difficult matter to uncover a man 
who can call balls and stri^*a and 
get some of them right. 

All of the umpiring In the games 
played in France is done by volun- 
teers, which Is another proof that the 
courage of the American soldier 
knows no bounds. The Roche will do 
well to ponder this fact. Anybody who 
will offer to hold the Indicator in a 
contest played between two rival 
company regimental team isn't going 
to mind a little thing like going over 
the top. In fact, there is on record 
a case wherein a Yank ventured alone 
Into the Oerman lines and whipped 
half a company. When they threaten- 
ed him with Court Martial for pro- 
moting a private massacre without or- 
ders, he said that he had been the 
official umpire of his company and 
had gone over into the Hun precincts 
to get'a rest. 

Officers do a good deal of the um- 
piring. Having the weight of per- 
fect discipline behind them, they get 
by without hearing many kicks. Hut 
discipline or no discipline, there Is 
nothing to prevent a soldier from 
thinking anil sometimes the privates 
have apoplexy rrom sent-tip profan- 
ity. A bad decision is a bad decision 
whether your colonel or your "litm- 
Ide" calls It on you. 

Contrary to the general belief, it 
Is rather a hard matter to umpire a 
ball game even moderately well. It 
cannot begone perfectly, of course, 
because either one team or the oth- 
er, or the rooters supporting tnem 
will Insist that the arbiter has robbed 
'them. It iB distinctly harder than it 
JookB to get even a pan of the de- 
cisions right. Of course the crowd in 
the stands doesn't think so. At ev- 
ery big 1' :igue gaaie. there are sever- 
al thOUBJ 'id better umpires in the 



fans admit that they know more about 
the game than the men who are paid 
large salaries for running it. But the 
trouble Is that the crowd spec.-all7.es 
in theory while the hoys In the blue 
suits must be there with the practice. 

Now nnd then a continued umpire- 
halter has a chance to demonstrate his 
talent for handling a game. This 
priceless privilege was accorded to a 
Detroit fan one day when the Tigers 
were putting on an exhibition contest. 
He wns very friendly with the play- 
ers and expected that they would treat 
him with respect, not to sajr consider- 



ll doing the best he can. ain't he? He 
left his «ane In the grandstand and 
can't feel his way round very well 
Give 'lm a chance." 

So It continued III rough several In- 
nings, until the amateur umpire on 
the verge of tears, unit the game. 
Thereafter It was noticod that his 
clarion voice was not to be heard 
when the populace began to clamor 
for some regular umnlre's gore. He 
was- cured. 

It would be impossible to send 
enough professional umpires to 
France to handle more than an in- 
Bnttlatmal of the ball games that are 
played by members of the A. E. F. 
The only practicable plan would be 
for a few of them to go over and es- 
tablish schools for teaching the tricks 
of the trade to soldiers who might be 
detailed for this kind of work. Lec- 
tures on the rules, practical demon- 
strations of intricate plays, and In- 
struction on how to anticipate the 
movements of the ball and keep up 
| with it nre some of the things that 
the umpire tutor might do. 

"Hut, chimes In a soldier, the plan 
never will work because the Tinalgn- 
mnged .Order of Porch Climbers and 
Second-Story Workers won't let the 
umpires get away from the old V. S."

ENGLISH NAVA Al'THORITIES 
A HE NOT AGREED ON THE 
I'TILITY OF THE NAVY'S 
BATONET 

London— The ram is the most an- 
cient of ship weapons. 

For a long while naval opinion was 
divided on the practice, and battle ex- 
perience showed that only one charge 
In five was effective against the en- 
emy, while one in fifteen nad serious 
results for the charging ship. 

The tragedy of the Victoria and the 
Camperdown. heavily armed ships 

hieh collided during maneuvers off 
the Syrian coast, almost put a veto on 
the ram in the British fleet. 

Certainly with big guns in effective 
action at fifteen miles, with torpedoes 
accurate at three miles, and subma- 
rines able to pop un anywhere, it does 
seem that shock tactics of the ram 
type are out of date. 

Yet Tommy in the trenches has 
found his bayonet important despite 
machine guns, gas, mines, and gre- 
nades, to say nothing of artillery bar- 
rage and bombardments and rifle fire 
and after all the night stages of the 
Jutland sea battle were fought at 
short ranges indeed. The Germans 
fled swiftly on thnt occasion to allow- 
any ramming to be done at their ex- 
pense. 

The nose of hammered steel has an- 
other use to the warship. In peace 
time it Is her protection against drift- 
ing timbers, and absorbs some of the 
shock when the ship takes ground in 
a tortuosu watterway or a bad ach- 
orage.

SOLDIER LIQl'OR 

New York — Countess Rena von 
Kuppers, owner of the Massapequa 
Inn at Massapequa, L I., and Leo Was- 
servogel, manager, were sentenced to 
prison by Judge Chatfleld in the fed- 
eral court, Brooklyn, for selling liquor 
to eoldiers In uniform.

I merlcan Headquarters. France, 
Oe >ber 26 — Major General James K. 
Mc Vndrew, Chief of Staff of the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces, lias stated 
hie belief that the V. M. ('.

AN ARMISTICE 
WOULD MEAN THE 
END OF THE WAR 

Uermnns Would Ho l.oft Powerless on 
I.and and Sen- Allies Are Willing 
To Submit Question to Mili- 
tary Men, 'TIs Thought. 

Washington, October 25 — Discus- 
sion centered here yesterday on the 
probable terms of armistice which 
may bo formulated by the Allied nnd 
American military advisers nfter the 
Allied governments have considered 
the Germnn proposals transmitted by 
President Wilson. It was generally 
assumed by army officers that the 
President already had ascertained the 
willingness of the Allied governments 
to submit the matter to the miiltnry 
men. 

Militnry opinion here Is that Mr. 
Wilson hns expressed the basic idea 
upon which an immediate armistice 
can be reached. The termB to ren- 
der the German military power on 
land nnd sea absolutely Impotent miiBl' 
be worked out by the Supreme War 
Council. 

It will be the mission of the mili- 
tary advisers to translate general 
principles into concrete terms of 
fortresses to be occupied, submr.rine 
bases to be placed under guard, mun- 
ition plnnts to bo dismantled and 
strategic rail lines to be secured 
against Oermnn use. Since an armis- 
tice on Allied terms means an end to 
the war. Attention also must be 
given to demobilization of the Ger- 
man army, in ItBelf a long process 
since the great force could not be 
turned back to civil life over night. 

The machinery for formulation of 
the terms nlready exists. The mili- 
tnry and naval boards of the Su- 
premo War council at Versailles fur- 
nish the natural avenue for bringing 
the views of the military leaders into 
harmony a definite statement of the 
conditions upon which fighting could 
come to an end.

PrOTOSt Marshal Says Inequalities hi 
Registration Must Be Corrected. 

Frankfort. Ky.. October 25— Peace 
rumors, coupled with a belief that the 
country has unlimited man power, has 
resulted In lax classifications by some 
local boards, according lo a bulletin 
received from the Provost Marshal 

General by Major Henry F. Rhodes, 
selective service officer. 

Reports from thirty-live local 
boards throughout the country dis- 
close the number of Class 1 men fit 
for general military service ranging 
from 5 to 45 per cent, of the total reg- 
istration. 

Such Inequalities,, the Provost Mar- 
shal says, must be corrected, and 
where the percentage of Class 1 men 
Is extremely low the returns will be 
scrutinised closely. 

So far thirteen counties In Ken- 
tucky have completed both classifica- 
tions and examinations, nnd tiny-one 
have completed their classifications 
out of the 120 counties of Kentucky.
